Dies Suddenly in Citizens National 
Bank. Great Shock to Citizens 
and Irreparable Loss to 

Connnriunity 

I One of the greatest shocks this com- 
miiiiiiy ever bad was t bat caused by 
the sudden death of .ludge .lue S Rob- 
in.son, last Friday afternoon. While 
Judge R(<bin.son has not been in per- 
fect iiealth, yet he seldom complained 
and held up remarkably well for a 
man of his years and one who had 
served through the civil war. Last 
Friday, he worked in bis garden for 
some time and walked up to Judge 
nemphill's tailoring establishment 
and was measured for a suit of clothes, 
about half past, three o'clock. He 
went from there to t he Citizens Bank, 
sat down and talked for a few minutes 
with several gentlemen. Thete'was 
nut the slightest sign of illness, wlien 
he gave a few gasps, bis bead dropped 
and he was dead before those sitting 
near reached him. Several physicians 
were quickly by bis side, and their 
opinion is that death was caused from 
heart iiouble. The news spread rap- 
idly and the house was (luiokly tilled 
by business men and otiier cili/. 'n.'-\ 
We have never heard .so many expres 
sionsof regret as have been given on 
the passing away of Judge Bobinson, 
as our people knew from past ezperi 
ence what a help he was to the town, 




how readily he took hold of every prop 
oliition for improvements, how quickly 
he contribut«d of his time, means and 

advice to every movement for the up 
building of ttie town, and, greatest of 
all, what goodly inlluencc his pure 
Christian life had in the cummuaity. 

Nooiie in troulile ever went to him 
for aid and returned empty handed. 
His purse-strings were always loohe 
and his heart open to thi>se in need of 
help, and since his death we have 
heard so many kindly words spoken of 
him, that it seems sad that living be 
might not have known bow much tbe 
people valued, trusted and appreciated 
him. His manners were so agreeable, 
bis courtesy so uniform, his fiiendship 
so conslant and his tidelity so unfail- 
ing that he won esteem, conlidence 
and popularity no less than wealth, 
substantial manifestations of which 
were made in many forms, among 
them being his election to offices In 
the city, county and financial institu- 
Uons. 

Joseph 8 Bobinson was born In Gar- 
rard county, on the first day of Janu- 
ary, sixty-.seven yearsago. He was a 
son of tlie late Jacob Robinson, a citi- 
zen who.se many tine traits linger in 
the memory of those wlio knew him. 
In early life, the deceased became a 
farmer, and devoted his entire time 
thereto until being elected county 
Judge, in year 18U1. At tbe breaking 
out of the civil war, be Joined Wool- 
ford's CsTSlry, and served with honor 
during that struggle. He has been 
connected with every prominent en- 
terprise In the town, and at time of 
his death was vice president of the 
Citizens National Bank. He was mar- 
ried to Mi.ss Annie Wallace, of this 
county, who with tliree brothers, 
A C, J. C, and Fliomas survive him. 
He had been a member of the Chris- 
tian church for ttfty-one years. His 
devotion to his church, his punctual 
attendance upon tbe services and his 
willingness at all times to not only 
help finandally bnt devote bia time to 
serving his Master, made him a.cburdi 
member worthy of emulation. 

Funeral services were held at- the 
Christian cliurch Sunday afternoon, 
conducted by Eld F M Tinder, Revs. 
C M Chumbley and C S Young at the 
conclusion of which the remains 
were interred at the Lancaster Ceme- 
tery. The immense bank of beautiful 
tloral designs and the great concourse 
of people att«oding tlie services were 
but a faint testimony to tlie high es- 
teem in which Judge Bobinson was 
held. The church, the town snd bus- 
iness interests of all kinds have lost a 
man who was ever ready to do all in 
his power to promote good, and his 
memory will be cherished by every 
one who is fur tbe upbuilding uf mor- 
ality and oomnierelal enterprises.

Tbe 
company owning tiie invention is one 
of the strongest in tlie country, and 
some of the most prominent men of 
the l aited Stales are interested in it. 
The machine means tbat farmers can 
put every foot ot their land in a crop 
that has the greatest demand of any 
product of the farm, and the more iai 
portant fact that the crop can be 
handled promptly. 

Some of Uie darkies oonplain that 
machinery lias taken tbeir plane. Of 
course it bas, just as this bemp-break- 
ing machine will, but tbe colored men 
will have plenty of work in raising 
more hemp and, as soon as a large, 
steady supply can be relied on, linen 
manufacturies will be established here 
ill Kentucky, the .same as cotton fac- 
tories are being put in all through the 
South.

Some of our readers may not know 
it, but before the war, when the far- 
mers bad plenty of help, Kentucky 
alone raised seventy live thousand 

tons of hemp each year, which was 
largely manufactured into clothing on 
our home plantations. The old spin- 
ning wheel and loom have disappeared. 
Todayweoiilyrai.se about ten Ihous 
and tons. Tlie tailing oil' in produc- 
tion has been caused from the fad 
that help c:-mnot be secun-d to break 
the hemp, the darkies who did this 
work are now scattered and gone. 

There is more money for fanners in 
hemp tban any other crop, we beard a 
prominent farmer say, yestt rday, "I 
have as good hemp land as can be 
foucd on tbe face of the earth, but 1 
will not be bothered to death begging 
hands to work it. Now that this ma- 
chine does the work, I am so well 
pleased that all but necessary pasture 
land on my place is going in hemp. No 
new machine ever did more perfect 
work tbe tirst test in the Held. A ma 
chine of any kind bas never been in 
vented that was not pronounced a 
failure by some people. In this case, 
tbe most doubtful immediately 
changed their opinion and are heaping 
words of praise upon the invention. 
It will break and clean hemp better 
than the professional negro hemp 
cleaner. It will not 'strike' on me, 
and I can go away and leave it in the 
tield with perfect assurance that it 
will he there at work when I come 
liack. The farmers should enter into 
ttieir closets and give thanks that a 
way has been invented by which we 
can get our hemp handled." 

The machine is here simply for a 
practicle test in the tield, to adjust It 
and get some minor details completed. 
Several prominent men from Chicago 
and New Vork will be iiere this week 
to see it work. Smue large hemp mills 
and cordage factories have already 
sent representatives to Lancaster, and 
one has given an order for the tirst 
one-hundred tons uf bemp cleaned on 
this nadilne.
